Secretary or State Says Religion. Is 

the Bemedji but ' Reform ; WIH^ 

Take Time.' r :'':..':* 

At the formal opening of-; the .thirteenth 
international "peace - congress in Tremont 
Temple, Boston,' Secretary .of State Hay 
delivered the address o£ ' yelcome on behalf 
of the national government. Many men 
of note from abroad are' delegates to. the 
convention." Among the more important 
subjects to come before the EessionB of the 
congress will be. that of taking steps to- 
ward urging the great powers' of the "world 
to use their good offices for peace intbe 
East. . ;;p_ 

The address of Secretary Hay was- hi 
Once ah argument and an appeal for piiace 
and- a' declaration of the policy oE >tkiB 
nation pnthe question oE war; ■ The nation 
at large, its present executive and his pre- 
decessor, he declared, had been consistently 
opposed to war, and all the greatest men 
in our history bad been advocates. 

Secretary Hay said in part: 

, No time can .be more fitting for this 
gathering of a parliament of peace than 
toddy, when at the other end of the world 
the thunder of a destructive and sanguinary 
war is ' deafening the nations, while here 
we are preparing to settle the question of 
a vast transfer oE power by an appeal to 
reason-, and orderly , procedure, under the 
sanction of a law implicitly accepted by 
80,000,000 people. 

And the policy of the nation at large has 
been in the main a policy of pence. During 
the 120 years of our independent existence 
we have had but three wars with the out- 
side world, though we have bad a most 
grievous and dolorous struggle with our 
own people. All our greatest men have 
been earnest advocates of peace. The very 
men who' founded -ourMibertiea with the 
mailed band detested nnd abhorred. war 
as the most futile and ferocious of human 
follies". . .,- 

The speaker quoted Franklin and Jeffer- 
son, Washington, Grant, Sherman and 
Lincoln in denunciation of war in earnest 
argument!? for pence, As to the stand of 
tho' United States on the subject in the 
post seven years, be said: 

There bos been no cessation of continuity 
sentiments of our Presidents on this sub- 
ject up to this. day. McKiuley deplored 
with every pulse of hia hoae'it and. kindly 
heart the advent of thetwar. which he bad 
hoped might not come in his day, dud 
gladly hailed the earliest moment for mak- 
ing peace, and President Roosevelt has the 
same tireless energy in the work of concord 
that he. displayed when he sought pence on 
the field 'of battle. 

2 The speaker referred to Count Tolstoi's 
recent arraignment of war and agreed with 
him that the remedy Ue,s in religion. This 
condition, bower, be' delared must be 
reached iu Go d's good time.

Real Reason Which Underlies South 
1 American Revolutions. 
According Jo the Paraguayan dep- 
uty, Seaor Soler, the revolutions In 
Uruguay and Paraguay, .'which have 
been somewhat puzzling tb> us at this 
distance,' appear to be simply a strug* 
gle for the spoils of office. The object 
of the revolts isto overthrow the gov- 
ernments. These are said to be in the 
hands of a few Individuals "who are 
enriching themselves at Che expense of 
the people." The revolutionists prom- 
ise, If successful, to Increase the num- 
ber of these individuals. One govern- 
ment "has, "grafted" long enough; 
therefore let another government have 
a chance. Senor Soler. has cleared up 
the mystery somewhat, but he throws 
no new light on the cause of South 
American revolutions. .In nine cases 
out "of ten when the smoke of battle 
rises'' almost anywhere In the South 
American republics we may be par- 
doned for concluding that one set of 
officeholders has gorged Itself at the 
public crib and that another set ot 
ex- or would-be officeholders Is hungry 
enough to fight.

It Is 
said a tradition has existed, that a 
large sum in Mexican doublpona was 
burled somewhere on the banks of 
Pond; creek and another that jthere 
was treasure of considerable amount 
la Mexican money ..buried at some 
point i along the ' banks of the Brazos 
river;hear Marlln. 

Many excavations hnve.Jbeen made 
to locate the. burled treasure, both on 
Pond' creek and the . Brazos river. 
Those' efforts were not only made by 
home; people, but strangers have gone 
In and excavated, amongiwhom were 
Moiicana i A tew years ago It was 
: no:Uncj>trirfl on -thing, to gee deep holes 
dug along the banks of these streams. 
presumably by parties in search of 
the lost treasure, but If any money has 
ever been found InJhls "manner the 
:fact is not known. — Galveston News;

Millions of Men Make Their Living 
Underground, . — 

Mining and quarrying throughout 
the world command, the personal at- 
tention of more than four and a half 
million men.' Of the grand total of 
4,735,393, no" fewer than 1,592,050 be- 
long to the British empire, the re- 
maining. 3,146,3-13 being "foreigners." 
Great Britain and her colonies and 
possessions have been specially favor- 
ed, by the forces of. nature In so far as 
there is* an abundance of valuable 
mineral which may be mined, and 
thus add to the .wealth of the empire. 
More than half the miners of the 
world are employed ' In getting coal 
alone. Great Britain employs over 
three-quarters of a million, the 
United. States and Germany over half 
a million each, Prance 165,000, Bel- 
glum 136,000, Austria 123,000; whilst 
India comes .along with close upon 
100,000.

HENRY C. PAYNE IS DEAD 

POSTMASTER GENERAL EX- 
PfRES IN WASHINGTON 



Was Bora in Massachusetts la 1813 

and . Came of Sturdy Old 

Farltau Stock, 

.After an illness of less than a week 
Henry- C; Payne, Postmaster General of 
the United .States, died at 6:10 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon in his . apartments at 
Arlington hotel, Washington, The end 
was peaceful. Cause of death, disease of 
mitral - valve and dilation of the heart. 

President Roosevelt was the last official 
caller at the Payne apartments. Funeral 
services will be held in St. John's Episco- 
pal church on Friday, and in the afternoon 
the body will to taken to Milwaukee and 
services held an Sunday. 
. For more than two decades Mr, Pajne 
had been a conspicuous character in state 
and national politics. la business as well 
as in politics he always maintained the 
confidence and trust of men dealing with 
large affairs. He was born in Asb&eld, 
Mass., Nov. 23, 1843, and received a home 
training calculated to develope habits of 
industry and to fit bim for a life of useful- 
ness. His ancestors were Puritans, his 
father having been the deacendent of an 
English man who settled in Brain tree, 
Mass., in 1630. 

He' removed to Milwaukee in 1SC3, nnd 
for four years waB a clerk iu a dry goods 
store. In 1872 he first became noted in 
politics, being selected as the' representa- 
tive o { . Wisconsin on tbe Republican na- 
tional committee. Then for ten years be 
was -postmaster of Milwaflkee, retiring In 
1836. 

Since Mr, Payne's appointment as post- 
master general, on Jan. 8, 1902, he had 
become a very busy man. He leaves a 
w^fe' but no children. . * 

George B. Cortelyou, chairman of tbe 
Republican national committee, it is be- 
lieved, will be appointed to fill the vacancy 
as soon as he can be spared from the. work 
in the campaign.

Salvationists llnvc n Novel l'lnn for 
Regeneration In CIiiciiko. 

Drunkards arc to receive in Chicago 
tlila winter a degree of care and atten- 
tion never bestowed on them since dip- 
somania overtook the descendants of the 
occupants of Eden's garden. A "stretch- 
er corps" is being organized by the Snl- 
v ati ci ii army for relief work among the 
victims of strong drink. Before tlio frost 
has seared the snuunm lenves the work 
will be fully organized and in full blast. 
The "gutter souks" will have found a 
friend. They will be picked up in the 
night, when Irresponsible nml not able 
to care for themselves, nnd in the morn- 
ing instead of receiving a $?> fine — to be 
worked out In the bridewell— they will 
be given five-minute lectures on the evils 
of drunkenness— the lecturers being the 
Salvation army o dicers who found thorn 
lntoxlcnted the previous evening nnd plac- 
ed them lit free beds where they might 
sober tip. 

Equipped with st reach ers 'the squads 
of otflcera const It u ting the drunkards* 
resellers will make the rounds of the 
squalid districts of the city nt night, 
pick up those who appear to be complete- 
ly overcome with liquor and carry them 
to one of the seven hotels maintained by 
the Salvation nnny in Chicago nnd in 
Which more than 2*10,000 guests were 
accommodated last year. 

In every hotel or home maintained by 
the Salvation army a number of rooms 
will he set n«h!e for the special purpose 
of accommodating the Inebriated persons 
wbo may be brought in by the stretcher 
corps in the night. After they have re- 
vived their nnmes nnd addresses will be 
taken. If they have homes nnd are 
susceptible of Inlluencc and approach, an 
acquaintance will he formed and social 
visits mndc nt their resiliences. In this 
way the nucleus will be laid for further 
work, which, the army authorities be- 
lieve, will ripen into nu effective schema 
of reform.

Mny '27 was 
fought tbe battle of Klnchuu, with 
the storming of Nuiishaii, and there- 
upon the effective Investment of Port 
Arthur by laud bernm. ; Dutny was ut 
once occupied by Ucuo'rul No^jl nnd 
miulc, his base, 

About the last of 'June- or the first 
of July, 'coiieiiri'eiitly' with, the ooeviptt- 
t Inn, of the three passes "hi thu Mnn- 
cbnrinn mount ulnH by Genera Ik Kufo- 
kl, Oku und Nodzu. the llrst bombard- 
ment of Port Arthur wasniiule. This 
wns nt long range, and it resulted In 
enabling the .Tnpnhese lo occupy" an 
advanced Hue across the peninsula at 
a distance uf some ten or twelve miles 
from tbe tutilii defenses of the fortress. 

The Japanese seem then to huve di- 
vided I heir lirtlilea into three sections. 
At tiny rate, three genernl lines of 
attack on the fortress win be murked 
out.

A new bat- 
tery of field artillery lias also been turn- 
ed on the city, acctirdlng to otllcliil re- 
ports received iu St. Petersburg, Since 
the Inst terrific assault, In which Oic 
Japanese lost heavily, there has been nu 
onilaoits silence. Viceroy Alexieff, In a 
message to the Czar, declares the food 
supply of the gnrrtson good, the defend- 
ers in excellent spirits, but that the wat- 
er supply Is causing concern to the com- 
manders. 

Terrible havoc Is being wrought by 
land mines. Both sides, under cover of 
darkness, are undermining the fortifica- 
tions.

It is fully 
recognized that the situation nt Port Ar- 
thur Is. rapidly becoming desperate. 
Whon the moment arrives for the ships 
to leave the harbor tlie wntnr tpicstlon 
will become doubly parlous, us their con- 
densers no longer will he available, and 
HuppUes of munitions unit con I; In spite 
of denials, are running short. 

Desputi dency Iu St. Petersburg rega ril- 
ing tbe situation in Port Arthur is be- 
coming more pronounced dnlly. Grounds 
lor this feeling or pessimism have been 
ndded to In the nast Tew days by the en- 
tire nb'seiico of news from Gun. Stoeasel. 
Heretofore the Russian commander lias 
been nhle to gat smno word through by 
means of vessels to Chefoo, but it is now 
Ktated the. Japanese blockade Is perfect 
und all junks or other vessels coming out 
of -Port Arthur, or'nttcinptlng to eater 
the port,, nro, sent to Dnlny. 

Indications point to n hnrd winter 
campaign In northern Korea.

Ills Canned by Sunlight. 

Whil o tbe rays of the sun possess a 
stimulating and beneficial effect la 
disease and can bo used. with adrnn* 
tago as a therapeutic agent, yet, ac- 
cording to recent Investigations, they 
also may act injuriously nml cause dis- 
ease. Thnt there Is a difference- In 
tho therapeutic vnluo between the nc- 
tlnlc rays, or those located at tho violet 
ond of tlie spectrum, and the red aays 
was appreciated by Flnsen, and tlie 
former wero used In tbe treatment of 
such skin diseases na lupus vulgaris, 
or tuberculosis of the skin, while tho 
latter wero found effective hi cases of 
smallpox. 

One of the most recent researches 
In this department Is by Prof. Fermi 
and Is given lu a late number of the 
Archlv far Hygiene, In these experi- 
ments a large number of human sub- 
jects were exposed to direct sunlight 
for varying periods, and In a large per- 
centage of cases It was found that 
there resulted the following set of 
symptoms: Cepbalagla (headache), dry- 
ness of the nasal mucosa, snuffling, 
corjxa (cold lo tbe head), pharyngitis, 
weariness, slight coujuuet Iritis, dry* 
ness of the lips, fever, pseudo Influenza, 
constipation, Insomnia, eplstaxls (nose 
bleed) and various pains. From this 
list of symptoms experienced by bis 
patients and from' the observed coinci- 
dence of certain diseases and meteor- 
ological conditions Prof. Fcrral con* 
eludes that exposure to tbo sun's rays 
Is a predisposing factor iu coryza, in- 
fluenza, bay fever and epidemic menin- 
gitis. — Harper's Weekly.

Pathetic Stories of Illinois Settlement* 
- tlmt Plouriolicd Years Ai*o. 
There is much that Is pathetic in the 
story of. several a)) but forgotten towns 
of pioneer days in Illinois which for years 
flourished nud gave promise of being the 
most i 111 porta nt centers of population in 
the State. Decay uiiully set In, due 
largely to the fact that the railroads • 
missed the 111, until their history Is only 
a vague reminiscence. There are three 
such cases in central Illinois and each 
has an Interesting story attached. They 
were named Howling Green, Ctarksvillo 
and I'loouilngilnlc. Their- memory lives 
only hi the minds of the early settlers 
and perhaps nu occasional reference In 
the proceedings of the historical ac-cie- 
Ues. Howling Green was located north- 
west of Bloomiugton at the edge of 
Woodford county and was on the main 
road' leading from Bloomlngtoii to Pe- 
oria, ll was laid out in lS-'f2 and speed- 
ily grew in importance, lawyers en route 
from illooiningtou or Peoria to Meta- 
inora to practice Jaw always spent liie 
night- at Howling. Green. The merchants 
secured thuir goods from St. I-siuis, be- 
ing forwarded by steamer to Pekin nud 
thence hauled by teams. 

Abraham Liu co 1 11 was a familiar char- 
■actor there, and his famous debate with 
Amos Uartwright, was discussed for 
ninny years afterward. It advertised 
HowlingCreeti Tar and wide. The ar- 
rival of the stage coach once or twice 
a week was a great event, nud brought 
news -from the outside world. Along in 
the -ill's Bowling Green was at Its 
height of prosperity. The' advent of the 
railroads, however, sounded the death 
knell of Bowling Green. The roads fail- 
ed to build within leu miles of the place 
and its decadence followed speedily. It 
is now the site of 11 farm uud nothing 
is left but a hazy memory. 

ItloomhiKdnlc, another forgotten town, 
was located near the present site of At- 
lanta in Loguu county. It wns settled 
by ti party of young men from* lthod e 
Island and Connecticut who became en- 
thusiastic over an article written by a 
member of President J a el; son's cabinet 
named Ellsworth, in which he painted 
a glowing picture of central Illinois, with 
its wonderful prairies, and timber land, 
'with abundance of game ami with creeks 
flowing with crystal water. Au usaocin- 
tlnii was formed known us the '.'Smith- 
field lim igniting and Agricultural Asso- 
ciation," The com mission sold sLock nud 
Ht-ut a large colony to Logan count) pur- 
chasing laud from tlie government. In 
all 10,000. acres were purchased mid hi 
the- center was the town of U looming- 
dale. 

The huge tract was divided Into SO- 
■nrre lots nnd each sold for $100. which 
Included a lot in the village. This llg- 
urcd the laud at $1.2'i per acre. It was 
In 1S3T that the colonists came west to 
enter upon their new possessions. There 
were no women In the party. The men 
had no experience ns farmers and made 
little headway in breaking up the land. 
The season also was wet nnd nearly all 
Were stricken with ague nud died. 

Those who survived left for the East, 
and the stories Uiey told were enough 
to mop all em ignition to Illinois for 11 
time. Any 'of the elghty-ncre farms 
could be had Tor the (axes, uud those 
wiser men from other districts grubbed 
up every tract in sight, laying the foun- 
dation for immense fortunes. 

A second effort to boom the town 
and country .was cipially unsuccessful. 
Placards were distributed through the 
Dust showing Kicknpuo creek as a large 
river, with great " steamers nt the 
wlmrros, tind the town of Bloomlngdalc 
on J Is banks. The people would not 
bite, however, and soon the. town dis- 
solved. Not a trace of it is left to-day. 
One elghty-ncre tract, that was Bold for 
a bat Is now' worth $1Q,OUO. — Blooming- 
ton Cor. Chicago News.'

The yearling steer 
Is always in demand when well Iliilsh* 
ed. The well finished lamb nhriiys 
arouses competition. When there 11 ri* 
a number of buyers, nil wnntlng the 
same thing then there Ik competition 
uud thut Ls the life of trade. 



While ban ling In grain out of the 
shock Is n good time to note the condi- 
tion of tlie shocking and to note where 
a change can be made fur the better. 
A. poor shock of grain Is only nn luvJ- 
tntlon to. loss. 'Should loss nut occur 
It will be because uf the beiigiu con- 
ditions of the weather and not be- 
cause of nuy skill in building the 
shock.

- Assort the J-'rics, - 
The dealer who buys and sells eggs 
usually assorts them before he sends 
them ntvny If lie does notliave a bonvn 
market for them. Fanners who ship 
eggs to the large cities should assort 
tbcm by placing all of the siiine.coJor 
togcth&r, also separating the diffcrnut 
sizes. A basket of eggs of uu're-rm 
coior nud size, whether of will to or 
durk eggs, Mill bring n higher, price 
than when mixed liidiscrltidiiately, 
while the small ones, If fresh, will 
command the regular, market price. 
Ad attractive appearance adds much 
to the articles on market-stalls, nnd 
never fails to assist In seeming high- 
er prices.

The report snys further that 
spraying trees three times does not 
give enough benefit to warrant the 
three sprayings if the first two are 
carefully made, it should he under- 
stood, of course, thnt this conclusion 
applies only to the use of arsenical 
poisons.

Fattening; BcWcnttle. 

Prof. "W, A. Henry, wbofle reputa- 
tion as nn authority on cattle feeding 
ennnot be doubted, suggests that 
American ^cattle run be fattened upon 
must less grain than our feeders gen- 
erally give them. Ho says thnt many 
feeders In the Western' and Middle 
States give to their fai toning alack 
from twenty to thirty pounds, nnd 
sometimes thirty-five pounds a dny of 
corn nieal, wlillo In England and Scot- 
land they Rcldom use more than rIx 
or eight pounds n day. They give with 
thin from fifty to one hundred pouiidn 
sf sliced root*, usually rutabagas, four 
to live pounds of strnw nnd from live 
to ten pounds of> liny. They claim to 
send ns good inert t to market as we 
can furnish them, which we may not 
doubt, but wo are not sure that we 
chn grow the turnips as ' tho e»rn 
■which we feed here, and whether beef 
nnimnls fed upon turnips would stand 
transportation oh well, either alive or 
as dressed meat, ns those fattened nn 
corn. Professor Henry thinks ensilage 
should take the place In our stock 
feeding tlint roots do In England, and 
we do not doubt that n judicious use 
of ensilage or somo other succulent 
food with the corn metil might Induce 
better (HgCHtlou no that animals might 
no as well fattened with a less 
amount of grain.

Grnwlnn; fipccinl Crops, 
ICnch year there are numbers of. 
growlers iimong • farmers who wish 
they could find soiu'e brunch nf agri- 
cultural work. less arduous than mixed 
fanning, .It is admitted that on somo 
farms hard work. Is about all there is 
to be found, and yet the conditions 
surrounding many such farms arc 
such thnt only mixed farming can be 
carried on with any degree of success. 
On tile other hnnd, there axe farms de 
voled to ireUPrul fanning which should 
be turned Into ipoololty farms. Then, 
too, we find farni«r£j wfm an pceulhir- 
ly sufxcsjrTul In growing sstuc one or 
two crops. 

In bucIi oases tbe way la plain. If 
the soli and conditions seem suited to 
these one or two crops one can grow 
better than his neighbors, such crops 
should be made specialties — not the 
entire farm devoted to them, but suf- 
ficient of.lt to bring proper returns, 
"Wo believe the Ideal farm to be tha 
one which is tnnile to produce tho Hv* 
ing — that Is, tbe food — for the people 
nud the stock ou It, ami the remaining 
ncres devoted wholly to specialties 
which experience has proved of value. 
In this way one l« sure of a living and 
of a money crop varying according to 
climatic and market condition"; but 
generally, at. Its worst sufficient- to 
bring lu what cash Is needed for the 
year. 

To fltop Rattle of Spoken, 
A good way to overcome the rattle 
of spokRs Is to go over the wheel and 
tighten all bolts, then mnke a water-' 
tight trough large enough so that tho 
wheel may be set upright.

J.'Holmclcn, the- 
attorney, made tho discovery that 
Cockrell, in 3S4T t when he was a; boy 
of 13, owned eighty acres there, and 
he sold It all for ?D00. Tho lot whlel* 
Mr. Ilolmtlen was looking up sold re- 
cently for ?5,000. 

The land, 6-10. acrea of It, was deeded 
by the United States government In 
1827 to the State of Missouri for semi- 
nary purposes. The tract- was all of 
section Si, township -10, rnngo IIX In 
IS33 Joseph Cockrell, father of tho- 
Bcnntor, bought eighty ncres of it from 
tho State for $2.02 an acre. Mr. Cock- 
rell died, and lu 1347, When FraneS* 
Marlon Cockrell was i3 years old. bo- 
petitioned the court, through bis guar- 
dian, to sell tlie eighty acres. 5 

In bla petition he said that be/al~- 
rc-ady owned a farm In Warrensliurgr 
sufficiently largo for his needs when 
he should become of nge, and, besides, 
be said, tbo big storm of 1844; tlis- 
year or the great flood, hnd blown 
down nil tho trees on his eighty-acre 
tract In Jackson county aud therefore 
It would he useless for him to bold. lb 
because, when he would coma of age, 
the' timber would be all dead.

For him to visit England 
was a delight While not. 'much of a 
collector of books, he had* at home in 
Worcester 4,000 or 5,000 volumes, fond- 
ly chosen, it is true, but containing 
few rare editions ur choice bindings. 
Ho took pleasure in gathering auto-, 
graphs and manuscripts of certain 
sorts.
